3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim rejections over Kureshy and others have been withdrawn: 
The claimed invention distinguishes over the cited prior art through the following 
elements: 

1. "A first energy source" that is provided "without passing across a wall of the 
tip" and "a first energy detector" detecting a "portion of the first energy... without the 
portion of the first energy passing across the wall of the tip"; 

2. "a second energy source" and "a second energy detector". 

This combination of claimed features in the context of the claimed "analytic 
device" as a whole are neither taught by Kureshy nor fairly suggested on its own or in 
combination with other searched prior art.
